Israel’s Peres: Mideast 
peace ’urgent’ but possible 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Is¬ 
raeli President Shimon Peres 
said yesterday that peace with 
the Palestinians was urgent and 
passible amid faltering negoti¬ 
ations between the two sides. 

Peres, speaking during a 
visit to Mexico City, said he 
welcomed the new round of 
talks, revived in July with the 
aim of reaching an agreement 
within nine mouths 

“We weren't bom to be en¬ 
emies, we weren't bom to rule 
other people, we weren't bom 
to take land farm anybody 
else, we were born with the 
call far peace," he said after 
talks with Mexican President 
Enrique Pena Nieto. 

"We agreed that the answer 
to the conflict should be based 
on the two-state solution, two 
states for two peoples. Peace is 
urgent, I believe, but passible 


as well." 

The peace talks, which re¬ 
sumed after intense diplomacy 
from US Secretary' of State 
John Kerry, have faltered amid 
Israeli plans to build new set¬ 
tlements. 

Hie construction plans 
prompted Palestinian negotia¬ 
tors to offer their resignations 
m November, but president 
Mahmud Abbas has yet to ac¬ 
cept them. 

Peres's trip to Mexico fo¬ 
cuses an trade and the presi¬ 
dent, who traveled here with 
an 80-strong business delega¬ 
tion, signed education, culture, 
science and trade deals with 
Pena Nieto.

be for one month or up to three 
months The mother may come 
with her children If the child is 
a girl and is dependent of her 
mother she may stay as long as 
needed, m case the child is a 
boy he may stay wiEh Ins 
mother until the age of 14, 
after that the foundation will 
evaluate is he may stay longer 

The social worker works 
with the case, notifying the 
woman's employer to let 
him/ her know what the situa¬ 
tion is with the employer. They 
need to also inform the 
children)'s school The social 
worker helps guide the woman 
as to difficult decs si on she 
must take 

In the past year the Founda¬ 
tion not only receives cases of 
abuse, but also cases of differ¬ 
ent types of problems Some of 
these problems have to do with 
problems with siblings, prob¬ 
lems with parents, divorce 
proh 1 ein s, p sy cho 1 □ gi c al prob - 
lems and financial problems.

ITS telling airlines to stay 
safe in East China Sea

United States is advising all 
US airlines to take steps to stay 
safe amid fresh tensions in the 
East China Sea as they seek 
cl an ft cati on ah out E eij mg's 
newly-declared air zone over 
disputed islands 

“We're attempting to deter¬ 
mine whether die new rules 
apply to civil aviation, com¬ 
mercial air Right, 11 State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman Jen 
Psaks said 

“In the meantime, US air 
carriers are being advised to 
take all steps they consider 
necessary to operate safely in 
the East China Sea region "

heartfealt condolences are 
with the families." 

FIFA, which has faced re¬ 
cent scrutiny over worker 
conditions at under-construc¬ 
tion venues for the 3032 
World Cup m Qatar, later said 
safety standards for workers 
were "a top priority." 

Brazilian media said the 
accident happened when a 
crane lifting a 500-ton lattice 
structure to the top of the 
stands toppled over, bringing 
down three metal structures 

Firefighters, ambulances 
and a police helicopter were 
at the scene, which ’was cor¬ 
doned off The company 
overseeing the construction 
work immediately halted ac¬ 
tivities at the site and said it 
would investigate.

Honduras roiled by claims 
of fraud in presidential 

vote 


TEGUCIGALPA (AFP) - Op¬ 
position charges of fraud and 
fresh protests roiled Honduras 
yesterday as the official count 
in the country's presidential 
elections showed a clear vic¬ 
tory for conservative Juan Or¬ 
lando Hernandez over leftist 
Xiomara Castro. 

The electoral tribunal has 
said Hernandez lead was un¬ 
beatable, scoring 34 percent 
compared to the 29 percent of 
his rival, with dS percent of 
polling stations tallied. 

Castro and her husband, de¬ 
posed ex-president Manuel Ze- 
laya, allege that the Supreme 
Electoral Tribunal manipulated 
1 9 percent of the votes to favor 
Hernandez 

They gave 4S hours for the 
situation to be resolved 

"We will defend the will of 
tlie people as it was expressed 
at the polls," Castro wrote in a 
Twitter posting. 

"We will confirm our vic¬ 
tory, and if it were the oppo¬ 
site, we also would acknow¬ 


ledge it," Zelaya said on Twit¬ 
ter, warning, "Nobody should 
speculate, we will look at the 
dimensions of the fraud — and 
what was properly done." 

Tensions were naming high 
as the political standoff again 
spread to the sheets with pro¬ 
tests by about 40D of students. 

"No to fraud!" they shouted 
during a demonstration in sup¬ 
port of Castro outside the gates 
of a university east of Teguci¬ 
galpa. 

On Tuesday, police beat and 
used tear gas against about £00 
pro-Castro protesters About 
100 police m helmets and not 
gear used gas and then trun¬ 
cheons to beat the chanting 
youths and send them scram¬ 
bling. 

Students fled from police, 
running to their nearby cam¬ 
pus, and at the entrance gates 
authorities lobbed more tear 
gas at them. Ths university 
called off classes for two days 
as post-electoral tensions dee¬ 
pened.

Nicaragua takes Colombia boundary dispute to UN court; Colombia 
recalls ambassador 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Nica¬ 
ragua started proceedings at 
die International Court of Jus¬ 
tice against Colombia for al¬ 
legedly violating its sovereign 
rights and man time zones, the 
UN court said yesterday. 

The application filed by 
Nicaragua at the ICJ in the 


Hague raises a long-running 
border dispute between the 
two countries. 

Nicaragua said Colombia 
had failed to respect a ruling 
by the 1CJ an November 19, 
2013 which awarded sove¬ 
reignty over a group of Ca¬ 
ribbean islands ta Bogota, 


while granting a large swathe 
of sea territory to Managua. 

In its application Nicaragua 
requested the ICJ "adjudge and 
declare that Colombia is in 
breach of its obhgatian not to 
use or threaten to use force., 
its obligation not to violate 
Nicaragua's mantime zones as

well as Nicaragua's sovereign 
ngilts and jurisdiction in these 
zones". 

Following the November 
3013 ruling Colombia refused 
to recognize the jurisdiction, 
saying the country's territorial 
and marine boundaries should 
be established through treaties, 
and not sentences handed 
dawn by the court in the 
Hague. 

Meanwhile, Colombia yes¬ 
terday rased the stakes in a 
man time dispute with Nica¬ 
ragua, recalling its ambassador 
for consultations after a con¬ 
tentious ruling by the Interna¬ 
tional Court of Justice 

Foreign Minister M ana An¬ 
gela Holguin m Bogota said 
her country took the decision 
as it cannot accept the court's 
November 19 judgment that 


confirmed Colombia's sove¬ 
reignty aver the San Andres ar- 
chipelago m the Caribbean, but 
redrew marine boundaries in a 
way that favored Nicaragua 

“What we are saying is that 
we cannot apply" the ruling, 
Holguin told reporters in the 
capital, "For these reasons and 
the hostility of Nicaragua we 
have taken the decision to re¬ 
call our ambassador for con¬ 
sultations! 

The case has poisoned bi¬ 
lateral relations over the past 
year. 

The ambassador, Luz Stella 
Jara, is expected back in Bo¬ 
gota today to explain why it. 
has been "impossible ta have a 
dialogue with Nicaragua" 
added Holguin, deploring 
Managua's decision to go to 
the ICJ.

Belgium close to agreeing 
euthanasia for children 


Be on alert for 
World Cup dengue 
risk: expert 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eleven 
years after making euthanasia 
legal for adults, Belgium 
came a step closer to extend¬ 
ing mercy-killmg to termi¬ 
nally-ill children Wednesday 
after an intense public debate 
on the ethical issues at stake. 

A proposed draft bill to 
extend the practice to minors 
is expected tD be put ta the 
vote in the two houses of par¬ 
liament in the coming months 
after its approval by the Sen¬ 
ate's justice and social affairs 
committee. 

The draft bill was ap¬ 
proved by a majority of polit¬ 
ical parties both m office and 
in the opposition, with the ex¬ 


ception of the centrist Chris¬ 
tian Democrats. 

A vote in favour would see 
Belgium follow in the foot¬ 
steps of neighbour The 
Netherlands, the first country 
to legalise mercy killings for 
people suffering from incur¬ 
able illnesses, but which al¬ 
lows euthanasia far children 
aver 12. 

If adapted, the legislation 
is expected to concern no 
mare than 10 to 15 cases a 
year based on statements 
from doctors and nurses that 
the practice already exists 
outside the law for termi¬ 
nally-ill youngsters m physi¬ 
cal distress. 


PARIS (AFP) - Aleading ex¬ 
pert in infectious diseases on 
Wednesday urged Brazil to 
act aggressively to head off a 
risk from dengue fever at 
next year’s World Cup. 

The risk from the danger¬ 
ous mosquit d- borne virus 
will be greatest at matches 
played in three northeastern 
cities, Fortaleza, Natal and 
Salvador, said Simon Hay, a 
fellow at Oxford University. 

In other cities, the dengue 
season is likely to have 
peaked before the June 12- 
July 13 tournament, he said 

"Unfortunately, the risk re¬ 
mains high during these 
months m the northeast/' Hay 
said in a commentary in the 
prestigious scientific journal 
Nature 

"The Brazilian authorities 
should implement aggressive 
vector control in April and 
May, particularly around the 
northern stadiums„ tD de¬ 
crease the number of dengue- 
transmitting mosquitoes. 

Dengue, induced by a 
virus transmitted in the mos¬ 
quito's bite, can produce a 
flu-like illness that may need 
hospitalisation. Sometimes a 
1 ethal c o mpli c ati on, s evere 
dengue, can develop. There is 
no vaccine. 

People heading to areas 
where dengue is a problem 
should use insect repellents, 


wear clothing that cavers the 
arms and legs, especially dur¬ 
ing early morning and 1 ate af¬ 
ternoon, and choose 
acc ommodation with 

screened windows, doors and 
air conditioning, said Hay 

He also painted tD a theo¬ 
retical risk for Brazilians -- 
til at outsiders bring m types 
of the dengue virus against 
win ch the host population lias 
low immunity. 

Health watchdogs m all 
countries ’with dengue can 
contribute to the solution by 
using online monitoring 
tools, such as Dengue Map 
and Google's Dengue Trends, 
which records outbreaks of 
the disease, he said. 

On November 20, Brazil 
said at least 573 people had 
died from dengue so far tins 
year, compared with 292 m 
2012 and 472 m 2011 

The highest death toll was 
m the southeastern state of 
Mmas Gerais (115), fallowed 
by Sao Paulo state (72), 
Gaias (53), Ceara in the 
northeast (54) and Rio de 
Janeiro state (43). 

Hie total number of seri¬ 
ous cases reported so far tins 
year reached 5,566, leading 
authorities m 157 cities to de¬ 
clare a state of alert They in¬ 
clude Salvador and Fortaleza, 
as well as Rio de Janeiro and 
Manaus.

Rips account for greater 
overall loss of human life 
tlian other high profde natural 
hazards," said lead author of 
the study, coastal geomor- 
phalegist Rob Brander 


"Yet they do not get any¬ 
where near as much attention 
and dedicated funding " 

The study, published in the 
Europe-based j oumal Natural 
Hazards and Earth Science 
Systems, found that rip cur¬ 
rents caused an average of 21 
confirmed human fatalities 
per year in Australia. 

Tins compared with 7.5 
deaths for cyclones, 5.9 for 
bush fines, 4 3 for floods and 
one for sharks, producing a 
combined total of less than 
19.

World Bank says no money for 
nuclear power 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Th-e World Bank and United 
Nations yesterday appealed for 
billion;; of dollars to provide 
electricity for the poorest na¬ 
tions but said there would be 
no investment in nuclear 
power. 

“We don't do nuclear en¬ 
ergy," said World Bank presi¬ 
dent Jun Yong Kim as he and 
UN leader Ban Ki-moon out¬ 
lined efforts to make sure all 
people have access to electric¬ 
ity by 2030 

Kim sai d $ 60 0 - $ 80 D billion 
a year will be needed to meet 
the campaign target of univer¬ 
sal access to electricity, dou¬ 
bling energy efficiency and 
doubling the share of renew¬ 
able energy by 2030 

In some countries, only 
10% of the population has 
electricity. Sd far, the cam¬ 
paign has a pledge of one bil¬ 
lion dollars from the OPEC 
Fund for International Devel¬ 
opment, B ank of America has 
raised $500 million through 
the world's first 'green bond' 
and Norway has committed t.o 
spend two billion krone ($325 
million) on renewable energy 
efforts in 2014 

Kim said the World Bank is 
preparing energy plans for 42 
countries that would be ready 
m June, but said any money 
raised would only go to new 
power sources. 


“Nuclearpower from coun¬ 
try tD country is an extremely 
political issue," Ktm told re¬ 
porters 

“The World Bank Group 
does not engage in providing 
support for nuclear power. We 
think, that this is an extremely 
difficult conversation that 
every country is continuing to 
have 

“And because we are really 
not in that business our focus 
is oil finding ways of working 
m hydro el ectn c p a wer m ge o - 
thermal, m solar, in wind," lie 
said. "We are really focusing 
on increasing investment m 


those modalities and we don't 
do nuclear energy. “ 

Kim highlighted private fi¬ 
nancing for power expansion 
m Nigeria and Ivory Coast and 
said efforts were being made to 
launch a similar deal for 
Myanmar, where the govern¬ 
ment has launched major re¬ 
form efforts 

Hie World Bank clnef said 
it had been difficult to find 
long term capital for poorer 
countries but insisted: "We will 
show investors that sustainable 
energy is an opportunity they 
cannot afford to miss."

Vonn, the girlfriend of 14- 
time major golf champion 
Tiger Woods, was hoping to 
return to competition in a 
World Cup event this week at

onships will be staged 

Instead, the crash -- which 
also bruised her shoulders 
and left her with minor facial 
cuts — forced her to skip the 
US races.

named the NBA Most Valu¬ 
able Player in 20Q1 when he 
led the Philadelphia 7tiers to 
the NBA Finals, will have 
his jersey number retired by 
the Sizers, the team an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 

The 7tiers will retire Iver¬ 
son's No. 3 uniform on 
March i in a ceremony be¬ 
fore a home game against 
Washington. 

He becomes the eighth 
7tier to have his jersey re¬ 
tired, joining a group that in¬ 
cludes Julius Erving, Charles 
Barkley, Wilt Chamberlain,

Iverson was the first 
player selected in the 1996 
NBA Draft and played 10 
seasons with the 76ers before 
stints in Denver, Detroit and 
Memphis led to a final cam¬ 
paign with Philadelphia end¬ 
ing in 3010. 

I vers Dn, a four-time NBA 
scoring champion and 11- 
time NBA.All-star, played 10 
games for Turkish side Be¬

II Allen Iverson is, without 
question, one of the most 
iconic players to ever wear 
the Sixers uniform, - 7tiers 
chief executive officer Scott 
O'Neil said.
